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NAB MURDER SUSPECT AGAIN 


Negro Held in Hiller Tragedy Is 
Accused of Burglary. 


ABOUT TO SEEK FREEDOM. 


Another Man Is Arrested; Extra Police 
Put in Morgan Park. 


Thomas Jennings, the negro held since last 
Tuesday in connection with the murder of 
Clarence D. Hiller, was arrested for bur- 
glary yesterday afternoon at the door of 
Judge Dupuy’s court, The arrest disposed 
of Jenning’s hopes of being freed on a-writ 
Ir habeas corpus. The petition for the writ 
was filed dy Attorney W. G. Anderson, who 
alleged that his client was held unlawfully 
without being charged with an offense. 

The warrant for burglary charges Jennings 
with breaking into the residence of S. H. Me- 
Nabb on Sept. 10, the night Hiller was slain.

“The maintenance of signs and billboards 
is foreign to the business of the railroad cor- 
poration,”’ declared Mr. Brundage. Under 
ita charter the railroad is not granted per 
mission to maintain such signs and it clearly 

Needs ite rights. But it is for the state, 

rough the etate’s attorney or the attorney 
genera! to remedy the matter. The state 
may institute quo warranto proceedings to 
force. the railroad corporation to remove 
signe and biliboards along its right of way.” 

Another railroad corporation, the Chicago 
and Western Indiana, was hit by another 
opinion. Ald. Albert J. Fisher took a num- 
ber of complaints that the company has 
raised suburban fare rates to the center of 
the city from West Sixty-third street, in 
vungle wood territory, to Mr. Brundage. The 
latter looked up the ordinances and found 
an ordinance passed by the 
Oct. 10, 1878, which provides that the rail- 
road may not charge more than 5 cents for a 
single fare from Sixty-third street to its 
terminal at the Polk street station.

Great physical. hardi- 
hood and endurance, an iron will, and unflinch- 
ing courage, the power of command, the thirst 
for adventure, and a keen and farsighted intel- 
ligence—all these must go to the makeup of the 
successful arctic explorer;-and these, and more 
than these, have gone to the makeup of the 
chief successful arctic explorers, of the man 
who succeeded wh hitherto even the best 
and the bravest had. failed.

Valuable as is Col. Roosevelt's introduction, 
and well worth having as it is, considering that 
he was never more in the limelight than he is 
today, not even when he was presiderit, it is a 
good thing for the book to have his word of 
génerous commendation. 

Mr. Grosvenor in his foreword gives a compact 
history of arctic exploration which, whether we 
are familiar with it or not, is always interesting 
reading: I do not see in it, however, any refer- 
ence to Lieut., Schwatka'e expedition that pre- 
ceded Greely's, and which, after: an absence of 
three years, brought back a number of Franklin's 
relics. I have a personal interest in this, as 
my brother, W. H. Gilder, since dead, was with 
Schwatka, and he always contended that 
Schwatka'’s expedition would have attracted 
moge general attention if its members had suf- 
fered; they had no heartrending tale to tell 
when they returned.

Peary’s success was ‘made 
possible by long experience, which gave him 
a thorough knowledge of the difficulties to be 
overcome, and dy an unusual combination of 
mental and physical power —a resourcefulness 
which enabled him to find a way to surmount all 
obstacles, a tenacity and courage which knew 
no defeat, and a physical endowment such as 
nature gives to few men.

Wants Actual Physical Value 
and Profit Percentage of 
Railways Revealed.

Kansas City. Mo., Sept. 23.—{Special]—A 
thorough and fundamental investigation of 
the freight rate question by the interstate 
commerce commission will be demanded by 
the shippers, manufacturers, live stock men 
and cattle raisers of the middle west. 

Nothing short of information that will re- 
veal the actual phyeica!l value of the rail- 
roads of the country and what the percent- 
age of profit is on their investment, will sat- 
isfy the western shipping interests in the 
present rate investigation before the inter- 
state commerce commission in Chicago and 
New York. 

This was ahnounced today by officers of 
the Traffic Federation of the Middle West, 
the permanent organization formed by the 
shipping interests represented at the con- 
vention held at Topeka, Kas., on Thursday, 
as the policy of the new association. 

Most of the delegates left Topeka last night 
and this morning for Kansas City, and from 
here they departed for their homes in vari- 
ous parte of the country. All expressed sat- 
isfaction with the work of the meeting, and 
they all joined in giving unetinted praise to 
Gov, Stubbs of Kansas, for calling the con“ 
ference and initiating the work which, they 
said, will aid in bringing about a reagon- 
able and equitable settlement of the rate 
question. 


Committee May Meet Here. 

Within a week or two the members of the 
committee appointed by the convention to 
present the protest resolutions to President 
Taft, will hold a meeting either in thie city 
or Chicago. Following this meeting, which 
will be brief, the committee will proceed to 
Washington, and make known to President 
Taft and Attorney General Wickersham, 
the sentiments of the western shippers. As 
instructed by the convention, the committee 
will demand enforcement of the*Sherman 
antitrust law against the railroads for con- 
spiring to raise rates in restraint of trade, 
and for stifling competition.”

“The shippers and the public, however, 
are anxious to learn the facts and settle the 
question on a correct basis, no matter 
whether it takes one or ten years,” sajd Mr. 
Cowan. “There must be a thorough investi- 
gation of this question. It is the duty of the 
interstate commerce commission to do It, and 
if the commission hasn't the power to go ta 
the bottom of the subject, congress should 
enact a law immediately giving the com- 
mission the necessary grant of power. 

“The commission in this matter, fe per- 
forming a great public service. It stands be- 
tween the raliroad corporations and the un- 
organized consumers and producers of the 
country. The shippers, producers and con- 
sumers who constitute the public, as against 
the railroads, are crying out to the govern- 
ment to aid them in learning the facts s0 as 
to be able to establish a true and correct 
basis for freight tariffs. 


Advance Falls on Consumer. 

“No one will dispute that this is one of the 
greatest public questions of the day. At least 
9 per cent of the proposed advance in rates 
ultimately will fall on the consumers. There 
carl be no question about that, in spite of 
the fact that the advance in the first instance 
probably will be borne by the shippers. It 
ig just here that the shippers come along 
and demand the help of the government;
